Should a Wife Have a Personal Allowance? 


A recent article on "The Husband 


Who Holds the Pursestrlngs Tight" 
has brought from some women pro- 
tests that wives, as a rule, have all 
the money th^y want, and that the 
matter of a regular allowance is a 
uonessential of married life. 


Some wires do have all the money 


they want, for some husbands are 
exceedingly 
generous. 
Other men 


regularly torn over their pay envel- 
ope to the wife, knowing that she is 
ac excellent manager. 


But looking at this matter In a 


purely impersonal way, is either of 
these methods the wisest or the most 
businesslike course to adopt? Of 
the two, the man who turns over his 
pay envelope has chosen the most 
sensible, If he has a prudent wife, 
but there is an "if" even In this 
path. 


The woman who must depend npon 


the generosity of her husband lives 
financially from hand to moutfi, so 
to speak. If she knows little of his 
business

her, trusting to luck to secure money 
for necessities. 
She is altogether 


without chart or compass. 
If the 


woman whose husband gives her his 
pay envelope is not exceedingly well- 
balanced, she will make ducks and 
drakes of his money. 


In addition to these two really 


favored classes of women, is the 
great army whose husbands are not 
generous. . The self-debasing tricks 
these women resort to to secure 
some money for their really own! 
Fashionable milliners and dressmak- 
ers could tell of many a woman who 
has hats and (Jreases overcharged, 
that she may get the rebate. Query 
column* In paper* iwd 


are filled with letters from women 
asking how they can make a little 
money at 
home. 
"I want 
some 


money of my own," they say. A 
brilliant, progressive woman, rather 
well known publicly today, was ad- 
vised by her mother-in-law, shortly 
after her marriage, to have bills over- 
charged in order that she might thus 
get money for herself. The wife re- 
fused point-blank; her self-respect 
would not permit it. 


Surely better than any of these 


methods is the straightforward, busi- 
nesslike way of knowing what the 
family Income Is and apportioning It 
suitably. 
A wife knows then what 


she can spend. There is no guess- 
work about it 
She knows what she 


can afford, what she cannot. 
She 


has the money to take advantage of 
bargains. She can deny herself this 
in order to give herself that, or to 
scrprise her husband or the family 
with some little treat or gift—and 
how a wife does enjoy having her 
own money for this purpose!

women do not know how to handle 
money or to spend it 
Husbands 


seem to think that If their wives 
have a stated allowance, -"ftiey will 
rush off to spend it in some foolish 
or extravagant way as soon as they 
receive it. But the woman who has 
a stated allowance really plans its 
spending far 
more carefully, and 


buys more economically, than the 
woman who hasn't. Looked at from 
the economical point alone, it is wise. 
And when one thinks of the heart- 
aches and hurt feelings of many a 
sensitive wife because of the money 
question in the home, it is to won- 
der that any man who really love* 
his wife lets her suffer one day 
longer from this condition of affairs.
